Third Session—Second Legislature. 
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WEDNESDAY, 7th December, 1892. 
Three o'clock, p.m. 


This being the First day of the Third Session of the 
Second Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, 
pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honor JosEPpH Royat, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories, 
dated the 19th day of November, 1892, the Members took 
their seats. 


The Clerk, having taken his seat at the Table, stated as 
follows :— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assenrbly : 
I am commanded by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 


to inform you that he will defer stating the reasons, for 
which he has summoned the Legislature, until the Legisla- 
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tive Assembly have elected a Speaker. It is therefore His. 
Honor’s pleasure that the Legislative Assembly do now 
proceed to the election of a Speaker, and present him here 
for His Honor’s approbation. 


Mr. PaGE thereupon, addressing himself to the Clerk, 
(who standing up, bowed and then sat down) proposed to 
the House, for their Speaker, JAMES HaAmILToNn Ross, 
Esquire, Member for Moose Jaw, and moved that he do take 
the Chair of this House, as Speaker, which resolution. was. 
seconded by Mr. MaGRATH. 


The Question being put by the Clerk, it was resolved 
unanimously that JAMES HAmILron Ross, Esquire, do take 
the Chair of this House, as Speaker, and the Clerk having 
declared JAMES HamiLron Ross, Esquire, duly elected, he 
was conducted by Mr. PAGE to the Chair, where he then 
said : 


Gentlemen : 


[ beg to express my grateful thanks and humble acknow- 
ledgment of the bigh honor the House has been pleased to 
confer upon me and, while I leave the floor of this House 
to take the Speaker’s Chair, I. feel that I also leave all 
political or partizan feelings, in order that I may discharge 
with impartiality to all, and to the best of my ability, the 
various and important duties pertaining to the pee othice 
of the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly of the North- 


West Territories. 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor then entered the 
House and having taken his seat upon the Throne, Mr. 
SPEAKER Elect was presented to His Honor by Mr. PAGE, 
who addressed His Honor as follows

The Legislative Assembly, agreeably to Your Honor’s 


command, have proceeded to the choice of a Speaker and 
elected JAMES HAMILTON Ross, Esquire, Member for Moose 
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Jaw, to that office, and by their direction I present him for 
your Honor’s approbation.

Mr. SPEAKER then addressed His Honor to the following 
effect :

I beg to lay claim, on behalf of the Legislative Assembly 
of the North-West Territories, to all our ancient privileges, 
especially freedom of speech,access to Your Honor, and 
that the most favorable construction may be placed upon 
our proceedings. 


To which His Honor replied : 
Mr. SPEAKER:

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor was then pleased to 
open the Session with the following gracious Speech: 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


In opening the Third Session of the present Legislature, 
I have to congratulate you upon the abundant harvest, 
which has again this year been vouchsafed to the Terri- 
tories. 


The quality of our grain has more than realized the most 
sanguine expectations and the standard of wheat grown in 
the Territories is now in a remarkable manner attracting 
the attention of the markets of the World. 


The stock raising industry, in the West and elsewhere, is, 
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I am pleased to notice, meeting with no ee a degree of 
prosperity. 


Since the prorogation of the Second Session of the pre- 
sent Legislature, the construction of a Railway from Calgary 
to Macleod has been completed; a line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company has reached the Coal fields in 
the Souris District, where the new Town of Estevan, the 
destined centre of a great mining population, has so rapidly 
sprung into existence; work has also been commenced and 
is being pushed forward with activity upon the line enter- 
ing the Territories in the South-East, which will join the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway and thus open 
up a highly important transcontinental route between the 
Mississippi Valley and the Coast of the Pacific. 


The importance of these new lines of Railway in develop- 
ing the Country and placing the Settlers in close proximity 
to available markets can be hardly overestimated. 


I notice, with much satisfaction, the establishment of a 
Dairymen’s Association for the Territories, which took 
place at Regina some months ago. This Association is 
composed of men from all parts of the Territories and its 
object is to stimulate an industry, whose development must 
necessarily prove of great benefit to our Farmers. The 
Association naturally” sip that its efforts will meet with 
encouragement at the hands of the Assembly,

2. That, in consequence of the recent action of the Unit- 
ed States Government i in closing its ports against immigre 
tion from Kuropean countries, the Committee believes fine 
the increased flow of Immigration to the Donainion, caused 
by this action, will bring numbers of Immigrants from the 
Cholera infected districts of Eur ope, and it is of the opinion 
that unless great care is exercised in maintaining a_ strict 
quarantine at all Dominicn ports durmg the approaching 
Immigration season, very great danger will arise of the 
introduction of Cholera into the North-West Territories. 

3. The Committee is further of opinion that if some 
means could be devised by which a low rate of fare could 
be obtained by land prospectors and Immigrants from the 
eastern provinces to enable them to inspect the different 
parts of the North-West at a comparatively small expense, 
large numbers would avail themselves of such a rate, and 
it recommends that the House, through its Executive Com- 
mittee, endeavor to obtain from the railway companies a 
rate similar to that at present allowed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to the Province of Manitoba.

In accordance with instructions reeeived from the Exe- 
cutive Committee, I left Calgary on November 21st for the 
purpose of taking charge of ‘and directing the movement 
of the North-West delegates while im the Eastern 
Provinces. 


On my arrival in Toronto I sueceeded in obtaining from 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company the use of their 
ticket office, 23 York street, at a nominal rate of $1.00 per 
month. I had it cleaned out and pat in shape, purchased 
Six chairs 8, a lounge and table. I obtained from the C.P.R. 

Company's buildings in the Industrial Fair grounds an 
abundance of samples of grain and grasses that had been 
sent down from the Territories last hy and on which the 
tickets designating the localities in tehich the same were 
grown still aiininbih I selected samples from all the 
districts in the Territories. and had the same _ properly 
arranged in the office. I hada sign 6x20 ft. painted on 
canvas on a frame placed in front of the building. : 


T do not suppose it is necessary to again explain to you 
in detail the means adopted for securing the names and 
addresses of parties contemplating removal from Ontario. 


Ten of the poeo ke have already passed through Toronto 
and none of them had any immigration literature, and I 
had but very little to give them ~—nothing but a limited 
number of C.P.R. folders. 1 would suggest that 50 or 100 
copies of cach weekly newspaper published in the Terri- 
tories be sent to the oftice to be forwarded to the delegates. 
The municipalities and other organizations in the localities 


‘ * 
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in which newspapers are published should be able to make 
arrangements to have a good “write-up” im each of the 
weekly issues for the next two months. This, I believe, 
would be the best literature that could be placed in the 
hands of parties desirous of seeking a new home. I would 
be able to supplement this with such literature as is dis- 
seminated by the C.P.R. Company. 


1 would also suggest that you authorize me to procure 
say 75 stereotype plates advertising the Territories. I 
would supply each of the delegates with one of such plates 
and authorize him to have it inserted in the local news- 
paper in his district with a local advertisement at the 
bottom, giving his name and address and soliciting corres- 
pondence. 


Most of my time has been taken up visiting sections of 
the country where I had learned that there were people 
contemplating removal. It necessitated the employment 
of a man in the office whom I had to pay $2.00 per day. 
When more of the delegates arrive I will be able to send 
them to look after intending i immigrants and possibly T can 
dispense with the man in the sees but I believe this would 
be a mistake, as I can do much more work attending meet- 
ings and personally assisting the delegates than [ areadiies in 
the office at Toronto. 


It is surprising the number of people who have ealled at 
the office for information, consideri ing the little advertising 
that has been done. 


Iam on my way home to Calgary and have left Mr. 
(a a’ Tinning, an experienced man, in charge of the office, 
and [ expect, to return early in January. oT he excursions 
will start about 1st March next, and I expect to begin hold- 
ing meetings in the principal centres about 15th January. 


The expenses incurred to date Iam unable to give, on 
account of my papers having been carried through te 
Calgary. 


The expense of maintaining the office in accordance with 
the above suggestions, I estimate as follows :—

The undersigned has the honor to report as follows on 
Ordinance Nos 1 of 1891-92 of the Legislature of the North- 
West Territories (assented to on the ¢ 24th December, 1891) 
intituled “ An Ordinance respecting the Exeeutive Govern- 
ment of the Territories 


The subject of which this Ordinance treats (“The 
Executive Government of the Territories”) is regulated by 
“The North-West Territories Act” of the Paihanent of 
Canada and the Acts in amendment thereof, and, in the view 
of the undersigned, the Parliament or Canada is paramount 
in authority as to all matters respecting that subject, and 
is indeed the only authority which can regulate and define 
the mode of government which is to exist in the Territories. 

It follows from this that an Ordinance which goes _. be- 
yond the mere regulation of detail and which is not entirely 
in subordination to the Acts of Parhament, or which limits 
or extends the powers and responsibilities of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor as established by those Acts is, so far, wltra 
vires of the Legislature of the Territories. 


By Section 4, Sub-section 2, of Chapter 50 of the Revised 
Statutes of Canada, “ The North-West Territories Act,” it 
is provided that “The Licutenant-Governor shall administer 
“The Government under instructions from time to time 
“ given by the Governor-in-Council or by the Secretary of 
“ State of Canada.” 


This principle has been Saag ee | two Statutes. 


By Sor arta 19 of 1S88, Sobivia 13, it is provided as 
follows :— i é Asm > 
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“'The Lieutenant-Governor shall select from among the 
“elected members of the Legislative Assembly four persons 
“to act as an Advisory Council on matters of finance, who 
“shall severally hold office during pleasure ; and the Lieu- 
“tenant-Governor shall preside at all sittings of such Advi- 
“sory Council and have aright to vote asa member thereof, 

“and shall have also a casting vote in case of a tie.” 


By Chapter 22 of 1891, Section 6, sub-section 12, the 
Legislative Assembly is authorized to make Ordinances 
relating to (among other things), 


“The expenditure of Territorial funds and such portion 
“of any moneys appropriated by Parliament for the Terri- 
“tories as the Lieutenant-Governor is authorized to expend 
“by and with the advice of the Legislative Assembly or of 

“any committee thereof.” 


‘There is reason.for believing that it was intended, in 
passing this latter enactment, (Chapter 22 of 1891) to 
repeal Section 13 of Chapter 19 of 1888, and to leave 
matters of expenditure to be regulated by the Assembly, o1 
by a committee thereof, under the Section just quoted. 


It was suggested to the Lieutenant-Governor that it 
would not be difficult to make the two Sections above eited 
harmonize and that the Legislature would, of course, keep 
in view both provisions in framing any Ordinance under 
the Act of 1891, and that, if a Committee of the Assembly 
should be chosen by that body to deal with matters of 

exyenditure, His Honor might constitute that Committee 
his Advisor y Council, under the Act of 1888, if the numbers 
corresponded, as they might well do. 


At all events, the Parliament of Canada has vested the 
Executive Government of the Territories in the Lieutenant 
Governor, acting under instructions from Your Excellency 
in-Council, or from the Secretary of State,with an Advisory 
Council on matters of finance, (under Section 13 of Chapter 
19, 1888), or a committee under Chapter 22 of 1891, com- 
posed of members of the Legislative Assembly. 
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Possibly the enactment of 1891 may be regarded as 
authorizing the Assembly to make an Ordinance to establish 
a Committee having powers to deal with matters of ex- 
penditure, instead of the Advisory Council. 


In any case, the functions of the Advisory Council under 
the Act of 1888, or the Committee under the Act of 1891, 
ave limited to matters of finance and expenditure. 


The Ordinance under review,however, contains the much 
more extensive provisions that “ There shall be a Committee 
“to aid and advise in the government of the Territories so 
“far as the same is vested in the Lieutenant-Governor and 
“the Legislative Assembly.” 


This Committee, according to the Ordinance, is to consist 
of four persons, at least, chosen by the Lieutenant-Governor 
from the members of the Legislative Assembly. 


They are to advise him on all matters connected with his 
duties of office, and not merely on matters of finance and 
expenditure. 


In the opinion of the undersigned, this Ordinance is 
ultra vires of the Legisiature of the Territories excepting in 
so far as it may be considered and construed to be an 
Ordinance in relation to “The expenditure of Territorial 
“fands and such portion of any moneys appropriated by 
* Parliament for the Territories as the Lieutenant-Governor 
“is authorized to expend by and with the advice of the 
“ Legislative Assembly or of any committee thereof.” 


If given any wider effect, it would conflict with the 
provisions of “The North-West Territories Act” and the 
amendments above cited, as it would imply that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is to administer the Government as to all 
matters, according to the advice of the Executive Com- 
nuttee according to the Ordinance. 


‘The undersigned is informed that an intimation was 
conveyed to the Lieutenant-Governor, while the Ordinance 
was under -consideration by the Legislature, that this 
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opinion was held by Your Excellency’s Advisers, and that 
the Ordinance, interpreted otherwise, would be beyond the 
powers of the Legislature, but that His Honor was pleased 
to give the Ordinance his assent: and the undersigned is 
further informed that His Honor was advised that the 
Ordinance could not be recognized as having any validity 
or effect other than that before ineninenc uae and that he 
would be expected to conform to the Statutes of Canada in 
all matters relating to the Government of the North-West 
Territories, and could not be relieved from responsibility 
by the circumstance of his having advisers on the general 
aHfairs of Government under the Ordinance in question. 


This being the case, it has not been considered necessary 
to advise Your Excellency to disallow the Ordinance, 
although, in the view of the undersigned, it requires to be 
amended in order that confusion and misinterpretation 
be avoided. 


It will probably be sufficient that the expression of 
opinion contained in this Report, if it should meet with 
Your Excellency’s approval, be conveyed to His Honor. 


The undersigned has, therefore, to recommend that a 
copy of this Report, if approved, be transmitted to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Terri- 
tories, together with a copy of the Minute approving the 
same.

Ordinance passed at the Session of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the North-West Territories in 1891- Gone 


(No. 17) “An Ordinance to further amend Chapter 30 of 
the Revised Ordinances, 1888, intituled ‘The Companies 
Ordinance.” 


“The Companies Ordifiance,’ Chapter 30, Revised Ordin- 
ances of the North-West Territories, relates to and provides 
for the incorporation by Letters Patent of Companies, the 
purposes and objects of which are within the legislative 
authority of the Legislative Assembly. 


Section 90 provides that certain Sections therein specified 
shall apply to gas and water Companies and to them only. 
By the present Ordinance such Sections are made to extend 
to C companies supplying electricity for purposes of lght, 
heat or power, or for operating a system of telephones. 
The Act specifying and governing the Davee of the Legis- 
tive Assembly is now Chapte > 22 of 54-55 Victoria, Section 
6 of which gives the Legislative Assembly power to make 
Ordinances in relation tc |the incorporation of Companies 
with Territorial objects, but excepting (among other com- 
panies) telegraph companies. 


It has been suggested, and with some force, that a tele- 
phone company is within that exception, and, if so, the 
Ordinance in question, in so far as it atlects telephone 
companies, is ultra vires of the Assembly. The question, 
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however, is one of doubt and may properly be left for the 
determination of judicial tribunals. 


The undersigned, therefore, reeommends that the Ordin- 
ance be left to its operation.

The undersigned has the honor to report on the following 
Ordinance passed at the Session of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the North-West Territories in 1891- “92, No. 21, “An 
Ordimance for protecting the puble imterest.in Rivers, 
Creeks and Streams.” 


This is an Ordinance purporting to authorize the public 
to float saw-logs and other timber down all rivers, creeks 
and streams in nike Territories, and authorizing the remov: al 
by any person of obstructions therein and the construction 
ot dams, slides and other works necessary to secure and 
preserve the floatable character of such waters. The Ordin- 
ance provides for the compensation of individuals who have 
inade permanent Improvements in connection with the 
waters in question and fixes certain penalties which are 
payable to the general revenue fund of the North-West 
Territories for violation of its provisions. 


The undersigned begs to observe, with reference to this 
Ordinance, that, in ee view, it is not such a one as, under 
the circumstances, the Legislative Assembly should pass. 
A yery large proportion of the land of the North-West 
Territories is still vested in the Crown in the right of 
Canada. Those rivers in the North-West which for the 
most part are avi ailable for the purpose of floating timber 
remain wholly the property of the Crown notwithstanding 
that the land on either side may have been granted to 
private individuals. In so far as this Oraianne atiects 
nagranted waters, it is dealing with the public property of 
Canada and is ineffectual for the purpose which it has in 
view. 


The undersigned is of opinion that this Ordinance, if left 
to its operation, will not effect the object for which it was 
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intended, and will lead, wherever it is attempted to be 
enforced, to confusion and expense. He further thinks that 
it is worthy of the attention of Your Exeellency’s Govern- 
ment to consider whether or not at the next Session of 
Parliament an Act similar in terms dealing with the ques- 
tion involved should not be submitted to the Parliament of 
Canada. He is of opinion that the Ordinance in question 
should be disallowed, and he respectfully recommends 
accordingly.

The Minister observes that Provincial Legislation of this 
character has heretofore been left to its operation as per- 
taining to legislation having reference to Municipal insti- 
tutions. Although the offence aimed at is governed by 
Section 255 of the Criminal Code, 1892, and although there 
may be a serious question as to whether or not it is such 
an Ordinance as the Legislative Assembly may pass, he 
(the Minister) recommends that it be left to its operation.
